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VICTORIA’S move towards consolidating its 
State League competition could result in a 
better class of football, with the possibility of 
better attendances. 

As with the NSW State Bank League there 
needs to be a decreased number of teams to 
Improve quality generally. 

There is a view in the Victorian hierachy that 
‘social’ teams must be wound up, enabling 
communities to again link up behind major 
clubs. 


Victoria as it stands has limited junior num- 
bers and, if lower leagues are reduced, how 
much Soccer will be played in the widespread 
districts of Melbourne. 

It takes many juniors to service senior clubs 
with high standard Australian products. 

People, be they post-war migrants, descen- 
dants of migrants or others whose forebears 
have been in Australia for longer periods, 
change their places of residence in accord- 
ance with varying patterns. 

So certain clubs could be wound up and the 
standard of the ‘parent’ club increased. But 
distance could still be a barrier to increased 
attendances. 

It is food for thought, especially as Melbou- 
tne is so bombarded by Australian rules prop- 
aganda. 


Taking another factor, say if the West End 
NSL did change to a ‘summer’ format. The 
main Soccer following could change to 
summer. 

A dozen Victorian State League teams 
would try to fill the winter gap. 

But the playing side — the sport for the 
general public who like Soccer and want their 
exercise and interest — where would it be? 

It is quite clear from the Sydney Morning 
Herald-The Age survey conducted by the 
Saulwick organisation that 35 per cent of Syd- 
neysiders expressed a very real interest in 
Soccer to nine per cent of Melbournites. 

This big percentage Syndey’s way has been 
completely turned around on such occasions 
as when Juventus played in Melbourne. In- 


' deed the reasons for Sydney’s — and Bris- 


bane’s — fall away in international attend- 
ances should be properly explored. 

That 35 per cent figure in Sydney, which 
applies just as readily to Wollongong, 
Newcastle, the country and Canberra for that 
matter, has been achieved because of the 
structure of football in NSW. 

It is a widespread game, taking in the whole 
community including the Australians of 
Anglo-Saxon and Celtic descent who set it up 
and are involved in their many tens of 
thousands. 

Associations that rarely get a mention in 
these columns have up to 10,000 players on 
the park every weekend. 

Unfortunately, when it comes to the point, 
you don’t find many Anglo-Saxons, Chinese, 
Vietnamese, people from South American 
countries etc who are prepared to support the 
Sydney NSL clubs who are largely confined to 


four other ethnic backgrounds. 
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MOST FAMOUS SOCCER 
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JOHN YZENDOORN IS TO BOW OUT

BRUNSWICK Juventus star John Yzen- 
doorn called it a day, and then scored 
Brunswick Juventus’ only goal is his final 


game. 


In a shock announce- 
ment just prior to his 
club’s last game of the 
season at home against 
Apia-Leichhardt, the 
veteran made his retire- 
ment decision official. 

The former Victorian 
and Australian star de- 
cided to quit on medical 
advice. 

An operation on his left 
ankle two years ago has 
left the joint arthritic. 

“I don’t want to be a 
cripple by the time I’m 40 
or 50.” Yzendoorn told 
me on the eve of his 
farewell game. 

“My health in the 
years to come is most im- 
portant to me. 

“| won't be playing 
again and that includes 
the Dockerty Cup games 
that start on Thursday.” 

Speculation has had ‘it 
that the recent NSL 200- 
gamer might be preparing 
to quit and he confirmed 
that he had told Bruns- 


wick Juventus of his deci- 
sion back in June. 

“| think the problem 
has been that many at the 
club can’t accept that 
tomorrow is my last game 
and that | am going to 
finish,” he told me. 


At 32 Yzendoorn still 
plays and masters the 
game with consumate 
ease and looked to have 
at least two more good 
years in him at NSL level. 

“I've played profes- 
sionally for the last 16 
years and at the moment 
my work is keeping my 
time occupied,” he ex- 
plained. 

“| might go to a few 
games but I’m having no 
involyment with Soccer 
for the time being. 

“| don’t know how it's 
going to feel out of the 
game and | don’t know 
what I'm going to miss. 

“But certainly it was a 
funny feeling attending 


my final training session 
last Friday.” 

Juventus coach and 
Yzendoorn’s boss 
through a long standing 
partnership, Len McKen- 
dry, was as stunned as 
any at his departure. 


“It's certainly surpris- 
ing in a way because | 
believed John was just 
about at his peak as a 
player - this year he has 
been outstanding for 
us,” McKendry said. 


“Personally I'd like to 
see him carry on for as 
long as possible but |! 
guess that’s just being 
selfish. 

“Deep down | know 
he's doing the right thing 
for his future.” 

The McKendry-Yzen- 
doorn partnership has 
spanned three NSL clubs 
plus the state team and 
McKendry admits to feel- 
ing “nostalgic” about 
the end of the team-up. 

“To be honest its 
been on my mind all 


week,” he said. 

“We've been together 
for nearly nine years and 
we've achieved about 
everything possible at 
club and state levels. 


“Now its the end of 
line for one of us.”

summer soccer.

During the past 20 
years in which | have 
been intimately con- 
nected with Australian 
Soccer, | recall many di- 
sastrous blunders being 
made by the code’s admi- 
nistrators. Yet, despite 
this, | just cannot believe 
that the craziest sugges- 
tion of all — the change to 
a summer season — will 
ever become fact. 

The game's rulers 
leave much to be desired 
but | do not think they are 
completely mad. 

In your letter to ASW, 
you mention a couple of 
reasons for lending your 
support to the summer 
plan. | do not think they 
stand up to scrutiny. 

First, let us look at the 
greatest problem facing 
you summer advocates 
— the heat. | am aware of 
the NSL’s desire to play 
in the evening and not in 
the heat of the afternoon. 
But do you really believe 
the temperature will con- 
veniently drop, from say 
35 celcius, to 20 or 25 
when the sun goes down. 


Have you never experi- 
enced those sort of nights 
when many people find it 
quite impossible to sleep 
because of the heat and 
humidity? There can 
never be a guarantee that 
conditions will be suitable 
for Soccer merely be- 
cause a kick-off has been 
switched from 3pm to 
7pm. 


Another point you 
make concerns the likely 
media coverage which 
would accompany a 
change of seasons. 


My experience of the 
whims of sporting editors 
does not indicate even 
the remotest hint that 
they would allocate 
generous space to Soc- 
cer in the summer time. 


On the contrary. They 
would treat it as a joke 
and would heap scorn on 
“the mad ethnics playing 
wog-ball"’ at a time when 
all normal, civilised 
sportsmen are involved in 
cricket, tennis, surfing, 
golf, athletics and other 
more seasonal persuits. 


No, Ray. The fact that 
one solitary occasion the 
Sydney Morning Herald 
carried two Soccer stor- 
ies on its back page does 
not impress me as an in- 
dication that sporting edi- 
tors are hungry for Soc- 
cer stories in summer. 


On my own newspap- 
er, the Sydney Sun, we 
have carried as many as 
eight cricket stories in 


one edition in summer. 
This is proof, surely, that 
Soccer would constantly 
battle with summer sports 
for space — even if it is 
not competing with rugby 
league and aussie rules. 

I've. said it before and 
I'll say it again — summer 
Soccer would be ideal in 
England, Scotland, 
Sweden, Denmark, Po- 
land or the Soviet Union. 
But, in Australia? We 
need summer Soccer like 
a hole in the head. 

But, good luck to you 
with your efforts, Gatty. 
You are fighting the good 
fight, albeit in a totally 
misguided way and with 
not the remotest possibil- 
ity of success. 

In conclusion, allow me 
to make one final point. 


NOSTALGIA it certainly 
is, but there are ex-Syd- 
ney City supporters who 
would like to see the club 
back for a game. 

The suggestion is to 
raise a $5000 winner's 
purse and $3000 for the 
loser and play a chal- 
lenge between ex-cham- 
pions Sydney City and 
the 1987 lions, APIA- 
Leichhardt on the week 
after the grand final.

On the topic of re- 
ferees, Wallace believes 
here in Victoria there are 
the best in the country be- 
cause of the system used 
in training them. Referees 
are a better quality and 
convey more authority on 
the park. 

Wallace said: “Re- 
ferees are used as 
scapegoats because 
whatever goes wrong, 
clubs and supporters are 
first to blame the referees 
when it’s probably not 
their fault.” 

Finally there was the 
topic of Fawkner wanting 
to represent Victoria in 
the play-offs for entry to 
the NSL, and not being 
allowed to do so. 

Wallace explained: 
“The A.S.F. ruled that 
only the ‘champion’ team 
from each State may be 
represented in the play- 
offs, leaving the V.S.F no 
choice. It was outranked 
by the A.S-.F ruling.” 
And that was even if it 
want Fawkner to enter. 

Wallace suggested 
Heidelberg or George 
Cross, whichever is rele- 
gated, should represent 
Victoria in the play-offs. 

This was also refused, 
leaving Brisbane Lions 
and Adelaide Hellas to 
fight for promotion.

_ gated, it embarked on a 
* ,massive spending spree 
close season with 10 
players arriving and as 
many leaving. 

Also among the new 
arrivals was Peter Oller- 
ton, who had surprisingly 
left the Croydon post to 
be assistant coach to Ter- 
ty Hennessey. 

Croatia, as it did in ‘86 
won the pre-season Buf- 
falo Cup, and looked set 
for a good year, but the 
wheels fell off in the very 
first NSL round with a 
humiliating defeat at the 
hands of Sydney's 
Croatia. 


After a disappointing ‘86 - 


The Melbourne team 
recovered from that di- 
sastrous start and had 
some good results, but 
was inconsistent, and 
eventually coach Hen- 
nessey found the press- 
ure too much and res- 
igned. 

So Ollerton found him- 
self in charge of a NSL 
club much more quickly 
than he could ever have 
dreamed, and moreover, 
at a club that had spent a 
fortune team building and 
was naturally expecting 
success. 

It should have been 
enough to make the 
stoutest heart quail, but 
the laconic Lancastrian 
never shirked a challenge 
in his Socceroo days and 
he took it all in his stride. 

The team settled down, 
lan Dobson and Graham 
Heys arrived from Pre- 
ston and you could sense 
that on and off the field 
Melbourne Croatia was a 
much more harmonious 
outfit than it had been 
since it joined the NSI. 

A lot’ of the harmony 
can be attributed to the 
influence of new presi- 
dent Jack Skoblar and his 
committee, who have let 
Ollerton get on with his 
job without interference. 
Although Croatia in the 
end didn’t achieve a 


place in the play-offs the 
club has confirmed its 
faith in Ollerton by re- 
appointing him for next 
season already. 

Ollerton himself says 
that whilst he was a little 
disappointed as Croatia 
bowed out, he regards 
1987 as a rebuilding 
period and that there are 
better things to come. 

And the rebuilding isn't 
over either. Last week he 
was off chasing a striker 
and with Heidelberg leav- 
ing the NSL he'll certainly 
be putting in a bid for Jeff 
Olver. 

Another coach who will 
be able to look back on 
1987 with a great deal of 
satisfaction is Ernie Mer- 
rick, whose ride to fame 
has been even more 
meteoric than Ollerton’s. 

Since assistant 
coaches merit little news- 


“paper space, few would 


have noticed that the soft- 
spoken Scot had moved 
from Frankston Pines to 
be assistant to Billy Mur- 
ray at Preston. 

“Ernie who” would 
have been the average 
fan’s reaction if Merrick’s 
name had been men- 
tioned at the start of the 
season, but Merrick 
found himself suddenly 
thrust into the limelight 
when Preston sacked

Murray during the mid- 
season break. 

Merrick is the original 
Kool Kat and he hasn't let 
the job faze him in the 
slightest. As | write this 
his record in charge 
reads, played 15, won 10, 
drawn four, lost one, and 
includes inflicting APIA's 
first defeat, by a decisive 
4-0. 

Merrick hails from

THE 1987. Illawarra Soccer season has been a dream come true for newcomers 
South Coast Croatia but ended in a terrible nightmare for defending champions, 


While Croatia have 
won the league and 
grand final double with a 
chance of also taking the 
finals of the $8,000 
Ampol Cup, Bulli finished 
the season on a low note. 

The club has been in 
turmoil over a decision 
not to allow coach Norm 
Flanagan time to make 
up his mind if he wanted 
the job next season. 

For the sake of three 
weeks at the outside, the 
club executive decided to 
refuse Flanagan his re- 
quest and took on John 
Frew to replace him. 

Players, supporters 
and many committeemen 
were outraged by the de- 
velopment and at a spe- 
cial meeting a vote of no 
confidence went very 
close to overthrowing the 
people who made it. 

Some players have 
already made it clear they 
won't be with Bulli next 
season and the club's 
visit to Canberra for the 
Ampol Cup tie against 
Canberra College of Adv- 
anced Education was a 
very low key affair. 

The bus which went to 
Canberra carried only 22 
people, including the first 
grade squad. 

During this game, the 
club suffered another ma- 
jor setback when repre- 
sentative defender lan 
Cirson broke a leg. 

It was the second time 
he had suffered that fate 
in the space of just 14 
months, the first having 
been in a league match 
against Unanderra in Au- 
gust, 1986. 

His injury cast further 
gloom over a Bulli camp 
which has always man- 
aged to convey the image 
of stability and attracted 
many top players despite 
the fact they don’t pay 
anyone. 

Next season will be a 
real test for the club and 
officials are hoping Frew 
will be able to find re- 
placements if the threats 
of a player exodus are 
carried out.

“Now we have the 
chance of winning first 
prizemoney in the Ampol 
Cup and this says a lot for 
coach Neil Williams and 
his players.”

THE Tasmanian Soccer Federation has announced the names of the ten teams 
that will take part in next season’s genuine state-wide State League competition, 
scheduled to commence in April. 


Olympia-WPL, Juven- 
tus-Pioneer, White 
Eagles, Croatia-Glenor- 
chy and Caledonians will 
reprsent the south, while 
Launceston Juventus, 
Launceston Matric, 
George Town, Devonport 
City and Ulverstone are 
the representatives from 
the North and North-West 
of the State. 


The surprise omissions 
were Rapid, Burnie Un- 
ited and Launceston City. 

Metro-Claremont and 
Hobart City-Azzurri were 
the other unsuccessful 
applicants. 


The president of the 
TSF, Mr Vic Tuting, MBE, 
said: “The re-establish- 
ment of the State League 
will be welcoméd by all 
supporters of the code in 
Tasmania and must lead 
to an improvement in 
skills and playing stan- 
dards.” 


A Tasmanian State 
League competition, en- 
compassing all parts of 
the State, was first estab- 
lished in 1978 but was 
discontinued for a variety 
of reasons at the end of 
the 1981 season.

WHEN Marconi keeper Bobby Catlin accompa-

which Vieri admits was a 
risky one but the gamble 
paid off. Catlin had a 
blinder even though Mar- 
coni went down 2-1. 

Vieri had no hesitation in 
retaining Catlin as his 
number one choice until 
James regained his fit- 
ness and forced his way 
back in the side. 


An ironic sideline to the 
keen but always friendly 
rivalry between the two 
keepers is a memorable 
incident during one of Cat- 
lin’s early appearances for 
APIA in a match against

1984. 


Assisted by a strong 
wind Catlin made a long 
clearance which travelled 
the length of the field and 
bounced over James’ 
reach into the net.

SYDNEY Olympic and their success hungry fans celebrated last Sunday AUSTRALIA’s 


‘as the youth team completed the double in winning the grand final against 


APIA 1-0 after clinching the championship last month. 


The Olympic supporters 
were out in force to watch 
their side dominate the 
match for the full 90 mi- 
nutes after their first team 
had failed to reach the 
semi-finals. 

APIA rarely threatened 
and Olympic keeper Bill 
Londos touched the ball 
twice in the first period — 
both from back passes. 

However the domination 
Olympic had was not re- 
flected in the scoreline. In 
fact they had to rely on a 
freak own goal just five mi- 
nutes from extra time for 
the winner. 

The goal was a cruel 
blow to APIA who had 
held tight for long periods 
of Olympic pressure with 
keeper Terry Greedy keep- 
ing them in the game with a 
classy display once again. 

Olympic began like a 
train as they had all 
through this, their most 
successful youth season.

In the 39th 
minuted Soper carved him- 
self a chance by wriggling 
free of three defenders but 
his shot under pressure 
went oyer the bar. 

Soper dropped the ball at 
Pondidas’ feet two minutes 
later but the midfielder also 
shot high. 

For all Olympic’s posses- 
sion, flair and chances they 
had nothing on the 
scoreboard at the break — 
a tribute to APIA’s stout 
defent and Greedy’s bril- 
liance. 

Would APIA hold on for 
another 45 minutes and 
grab a late winner as they 
did against St George a few 
weeks ago?
